New Youk, June 15. — The trial of Eras- 
tua '>Viman for forgery in the second degree 
was roaumod this morning when General 
Traoy began his summing up. He dwelt at 
great length on the question of criminal in. 
tent and said that) if the jury did not 
believe thot Mr, Wiman had 
signed that check with a criminal 
intent they must acquit him. 
" We ooDoede," continued Gonoral Tracy, 
" that on February 6, 189.'5, Mr. Wiman in- 
structed his cashier to fill out a oheolc for 
§6,000 to the order -of B. W. BuUinger, thot 
tie signed that check with the firm nnme 
and endorsed the name of E. W. BuUinger 
on the back, and thou sent it to the bank 
and had it deposited to bis own account in 
tho Cuutral National banlc.' But the 
law^ says a man may draw a cheek 
against his own aooonnfe to any- 
one he pleated, and . then endbne, 
it back tn himself. He cannot defraud him- 
stif. You must decide for yourselves 
whether or not Mr. WimaQ intended to de- 
fraud his partners to get a paltry S5.000." 

General Traoy spoke of the great service 
the defendant^had^'rendered B. O. Dan & 
Co., and -bonttnned : ' " There has been 
brought into oourt every particle of evi- 
dence against Mr. Wiman that 
could be oolleotcd, Hia accusers 
have used against him letters written in the 
strictest -confidence, under tho direst dis- 
tress and in great bittorueas of heart, 
recall another trial in which private letters 
were used in this way (tho Beeohor trial) 
They v.-cro tho outpouriugs of a broken 
heart, and were distorted in oourt 
in a vain effort to ruin ono of the 
greatest men this country ever saw, 
And what has become of the man who prC' 
duced those letters (Theodore Tilden ?) He 
is an outcast on tho fooe of the earth, n 
wanderer from his homo, friendlosa and 
alone." 

Mr. Wellman, for tho people, dwelt upon 
all the safe-guards the law pliicea about a 
man on trial. He continued " Lot us see 
what defence has been made. In the first 
place that Mr. Wiman meant to pay tho 
money baok. So does avsrybody who lierrins 
to forge or to steal. They also say Mr. 
Wiman made Mr, Dun's fortune for him, 
Does that give the riqht to steal ? " This 
case is the more important because of the 
prominence of tho defendant. Your ver- 
dict is boing watched by the whole coun- 
try. See that it is a wise one. 

Justice lograham said that the jary must 
disrosrard everything but the faces brought 
out fn the witness stand. Ho proceeded : 
" Men are not content to make their money 
in a legitimate way. They mnat speculate 
and goon apeoalatlDgnntil they are forced 
to do oriwer:to gfit iinoneyl They go on 
from bad ''to' vworio't:. until they end 
in prison." - .'Jattidev. Ingraham then 
read the .law ' regardtog . forgery; 
saying that Wiman had oome within the 
statute, but is not guilty of forgery 
unless tho intent to defraud 
perfectly clear. But in puttiog that 
money to his own account Mr. Wiman 
had defrauded not only R. G. Dunn 
k Co., but also K W. BuUinger against 
whoao account the .$5,000 was ohartted. 

Aa tho jury tiled into tho courtroom, it was 
very easy to see what tho verdict was. 
As Winun roao to face tho jury, his ruddy 
face becamo deathly pale and he 
trembled violently, The foreman of 
the jury was much more affected. 



Indeed, he was actually woepin!» when he 
delivered the verdict of "Guilty, with a 
strong recommendation to mercy." The 
other jurors would not look at tho prisoner 
and hurried from the court-room as 
soon aa JuHtice Ingrahani!;>baid«^tbanked 
them for their service * to ''"'the state. 
Aa soon aa the verdict was announced Mr, 
Wiman fell back in his chair with a groan. 
Hia son placed his arm about his father's 
shoulders and the two »at silent for a few 
minutes. Then SherifT Brown came up and 
Erastus Wiman staited for the Tombs. On 
Wednesday morning Mr. Wiman will be 
sentenced.

Than at the Height of the Frusor Flood— The 
Train Service Re-coiiinienclni;. 

New Wkstminsteb, June 15. — (Special. )— 
The water has fallen four feet at ChilUwaok 
and Mission sicoe the fall began, and was 
dropping faster than ever to-day. Tho 
steamer Irving took 250 passengers and a 
quantity of mails to Kalz Landing this 
morning to oonneot with tho hrst train east 
since tho road was tied up by the floods. 

The steamer" Courser, of the government 
relief service, caine down to-day from Chilli- 
wack. During the week she was absent 
from port a great amount pf assistance has 
been rendered by her. She goes up ogain 
on Tuesday with seed potatoes and grain, 
' ExaKRerateil Keparls. 

The Chllllwaok Progress says : To judge 
from the-reports of the lato flood published 
in sonre of the newspapers, it would appear 
that the whole of tho districtof Chilliwack, 
including the town, had been submerged. 
This is not correct. That the inundation 
has been very general, tho loss ruinous and 
tho destruction terrible ia true, but still 
there are some fortunate men who have 
oome out aontholess, notwithstanding the 
unheard depth of the overflow. We have 
a list of forty prominent farmers reprcBeut- 
ing some 5 000 acres of laud near the town, 
which have remained high and dry during 
tho whole siege of waters, Tho same will 
apply to the town. Notwithstanding a 
largo number of residents have been driven 
out of their homes, while somo havo been 
compelled to take to the upper stories, the 
majority of the bnainoss houses Were free of 
water, and business was conducted as usual.

GOVERNMENT SDPf 0ETEK8. 

Splendid Meetlnir at Vancouver- Wisdom of 
the Government Policy Amply 
Demonstrated. 

Vancouvkr, June 15— (Special)— A meet- 
ing of Government supporters was hold in 
Ward 2 this evenlng^>(^I.4i'Bnrnett in the 
chair. Mr. Anderson said that many people 
in Vancouver were opposed to the govern- 
ment but did not know why. Everything 
in reason that has been asked for by the 
city has been granted. The covemmenb 
railroad policy was all right. The Speaker 
briefly reviewed wbat'^^ thi ^' govern- 
ment had, done In building '^Mlroads. 
The province had gone ahead. It is said 
that Brltish.Golnmbla lBi.in.debt, but Brit- 
ish CoInrobla:liad' '.valaabie.'a^ to nif-aet. 
It was said the 'intbber milla had not paid a 
license to the government. They were con- 
siderably behind, but If the government did 
not treat them leniently, (focording to their 
own statement they would close up. 

Mr. Tatlow said it waa claimed that gov- 
ernment by a Davie legislature was bad, but 
the opposition did not aaaail the government 
on this scoio when at Victoria. Mr. Sword 
introdiiood a wide tiro oct, and Mr. Cotton, 
a jockey club bill. This was the only 
legislation of the opposition in four years. 
Ho said that any charge of unfairness 
against tho government on tho question of 
representation for tho Mainland as aqainst 
that of the Island must fall to the grour d for 
over. In ftoo of what has transpired in 
reference to the Nakusp and Slocan nothing 
more can he said, but still it was tho elec- 
tion cry of the opposition. The splendid 
credit nf the Province was referred to. He 
explained that the government had devoted 
S'204,000 more to the Mainland than to the 
Island in tho eat'mates, though the Main- 
land only paid §16,000 more taxes. He 
apoke of the creditable land policy of tho 
government, and denied the ohargoa of the 
opposition that the lands were sold to specu- 
lators. 

Mr. McQueen made a telling speech, in 
the course of whioh he demonstrated that 
the government had acted properly in the 
Nakusp railway and had done wisely and 
well, . . .: . ^ ^ ^ ; , , _ ,; 

Mr. Odiam explained ° the -government's 
position la reference to the Vancoiiver and 
Westminster; tram, obmpany, claiming that 
there had been no Ion. The law waa'admlnii- 
tered inlBritish Columbia rapidly, effectively 
and justly. He spoke of the splendid land 
policy of tho government. Other questions 
before tho public were put in a masterly 
manner by the speaker, who is ' surprising 
everyone by his ability to effectively handle 
political questions.

DUNCAN McINTYRE. 

Ono of Montreal's Leading Capitalists and a 
Promoter of tho C. P. II. Dead. 

MonTREAL, June 15. — Duncan Mclntyre, 
oneof M.ontreal'a moat prominent merchants, 
who waa alao a ilnember of theC. F. B. 
syndicate and subsequently a director of the 
G. T. R,, died on Wednesday, from pneu- 
monia, Years ago he was a merchant In 
Renfrew, Ontario, where he carried on a ' 
lurgu ouisiiieaU| furuaaiilu^ heavy oupplieo tO 
lumbermen. In this he amassed a 
considerable annount of money, and 
then moved to Montreal, where he 
founded the extensive wholerale dry goods 
houso of Mclntyre, Dcnoon & French, 
which was subsequently merged into the 
well-known bouse of D. Molntyre .& Sons, 
Ho was actively cinneoted with other men 
of money and enterprise in tho oonstruotion 
of the Canada Central Railway from Carle- 
ton place to Pembroke, whioh aubsequeutly 
became a portion of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Prior to this, however, the 
Canada Central had taken over the Brock- 
ville & Ottawa Railway, then a portion of 
tho Grand Trunk system. Mr. Mclntyre 
became a member of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway syndicate, becoming a dirootor of 
the railway company when it was organized, 
but for personal reasons he several yeara 
since retired from the board, selliug out a 
large quantity of hia stock which he recently 
re-purchased. Some ycara aince he ran for 
ono of the Renfrews, but failed to aeoure , 
election against Dr. Ferguson. A short 
time hack ho became a Canadian director of 
the Grand Trunk Railway in suocesaion to 
the late'''Hon.<f James Forrier. Mr. Mc- 
lntyre wois for.aeyeral years president of an 
ioturanbe bdmpany having .its, headquarters 
in Montreal.v:He iB anpposed.'toibaTe -been , 
worth from three to five million'doUariB. . 

The funeral this afternoon was one of the 
largest ever seen in thia oity. Nnmeroua 
Qoril ofi°oringB were received from all parts 
of tho United States and Canada.

Claims That He Was a Partner and 
Entitled to Draw 
Cbeqnes. 



Evideuce ol tho Defeudaut— History 
of His Connection With 
tlie Firm.

New York, June 16. — Evidence for the 
prosecution in the case of Erastus Wiman, 

accused of forgery in tho second degree, waa 
all in when the court took ita noon receaa 
yesterday, Tho letter from Wiman to Mr. 
Dunn, making full confession of tho forgery 
of K, \\. Bulliuger'a name aa endorser of 
two checks was offered in evidence, to which 
the defence objected on the ground that it 
waa proourod on a promise of indemnity. lb 
was admitted, tho counsel for Wiman enter- 
ing exceptions. 

Iu staling the caso for thodofonco General 
Tracy took tlio position that as Mr. Wiman 
waa tt partner in tho firm of K, G. Uun ifc 
Co. hia actions were atriotly legal, " if ut 
times somewhat roundabout," Ho argued 
that each partner had the same rights and 
powers in tho firm as had the combined firm. 
Judge Ingraham ruled that it waa im- 
material whether Wiman was or waa not a 
partner, but it was clear that aa between 
themselves it waa not a partnership. Tlie 
articles of association woro upon their faco 
merely an employment of Wiman, King and 
Douglas, as managers. All power of on- 
dorsemenb was expressly withheld from 
them, except the power to endorse for de- 
posit cheques payable to the concern. Mr. 
Wiman had been allowed to . endorse for 
other purposes, and to that extent thearti- 
oles were virtually. modiSed. The act of 
Wiman, however, as far as shown, waa one 
which plainly bronght it under the provis- 
ions of the statute relating to forgery, and 
was plainly an act which he had no author- 
ity under the agreement to perform. 

Mr, Boardman, for the defeuc, claimed 
that Wiman was tho head and front of the 
firm of Dun, Wiman it Co. Ho conceded 
that Wiman had signed Bullinger's name to 
tho two cheques and deposited them to hia 
own account ; he also conceded Wiman'a in- 
debtedness to that firm and tho letter of 
confession waa admitted to show the rela- 
tions of Wiman towards Dun. Tho concern 
made more than §1,000 a day for Dun, who 
uuvtr Uui!j,:i>.l hiiuiiiilf about its sfifairs, but 
let Wiman do it all, Mr. Boardman dwelt 
upon what ho called tho oxlraordiuary ohar- 
aoter of the prosecution in the case. The 
prrsecution of Wiman dates back to tho 
year 18G0, when Wiman came to take the 
management of the Ne.w York oflico at the 
earnest wish of Dun. 

The defendant took the stand and gave a 
sketch of his career in Canada ; ho said ho 
camo to Ne»v York in 1SC6 to take the man- 
agement of the New York branch at tho 
solicitation of Mr. Dun. Ho wont on to 
describe how he auggeated the ostabliahment 
of the firm's printing eatablishment ; how 
ho bought enormous supplies for. that plant, 
and how, soon afterwards, be was taken 
into the association. He added that he bad 
compiled the reference book containing 
more than a million names and had created 
m»ny new features. 

"The agency at that time was on the 
mercantile spy system," added Mr. Wi- 
man, "but I abolished many objectionable 
features and raised the tone of the agency." 

During bis time nf the manageniont of the 
firm tho firm's profits increased from nothing 
at first to SdO.OOO, then to $100,000, then to 
§250,000, and by auccoasivo jumps to half a 
million, which, in round numbers, was tho 
not profits of tho agency when ho dropped 
out of it, Mr. \VimBn wont on to say that 
from tho time of Mr. Barlow's death in ISSO, 
Mr, Dun had ceased to take any active in 
teroat in the asaociation'a aflfiira, Mr, Dun 
had an equal interest with him in the Staten 
Island rapid transit scheme of ISSO, 

" When the time comoa to charge tho 
jury," said .JuHico Ingraham, "I shall tell 
them that Mi, Dun would not have done hia 
duty as a oitizon had he not aided in tho 
prosecution of Mr. Wiman."

From the time of 
tho grant Bivcn lo the Esquimau & ISanatmo 
Ridlway down lo tho Naauap As' Blooan deal, 
tlio iniores 8 of tho Provinco and tho welfare 
of the people have not been well guirdod. un 
the one hand a corporation receives a large 
subsidy and an immense trace of land, free 
from taxation for ever : on tho other, a private 
company is subeidizcd by guaruntooing the 
boniia to tho full cOBt of llio road aa well n^ in- 
terest on the aanio for twenly-llvo years. One 
cannot bnt conio to tho concluftion that a Gov- 
ernmcni policy ot such a cluiractor is likely to 
bring tho credit of the Province into dlare- 
piiLo. 

Monopolies of any kind aro to be deplored ; 
but niouopolies backed by Government uld and 
support are often the moat dllllcult to over- 
CO ■ 0.

During the past tour years legislation has 
been brought about, chiolly by tho OpDositlon, 
in reforming the Hchool Law.

Vascoiivkii, June 15. — Last night the 
Australian liclcgntcs to tbo oonforenoo 
which was to h^.vi! opened at Ottawa on the 
2Ut instant, but has been postponod until 
the SOtih, were dined at the Vftnoouyer 
hoteli Mr. Major, president of 'the Board of 
Trade, ocoupying the ohnir. Upwards of 
fifty gentlemen ait down to dinaDr, the aub- 
stantiala of whiohhaviiii; b :Dn diBpoaodof the 
toasti of " Iho Queen," "The Governor 
Genor£»l" and "The Liout.-Govornor of 
British- Colombia" were iteartiiy draDli.' 

Mr. R. H. Alexander, in proposing *' The 
Australasian Colonioa," 3.»id ho oonaidercd 
the iiiiBsion ol the dolegatos as one of 
the moat importaut that hid over oocurrod 
in Ci»tiadiau liiatory, aaying it mifiht bo 
regarded ua a distinct epooli in tho history 
of Great Britain. Ho bade tho viaitoia u 
hearty welcome and trusted they would .uu( 
be disippoiiited with tho new relations they 
had diaoovcrcd with Canada. 
vHon. P. B. Sutlor in respondiafj for New 
South Wales said that the delegates felt at 
once that not only were they coming among 
a friendly people, but thay were coming 
among their own kindred apd kind. It was, 
no doubt, ft groat Batisfiiction to know that 
their miBsion was looked upon here as one cf 
g eat iiDportanoe, and ho did think, without 
claiming to be one of the foremost in his 
caloiiy, that they had been appointed to aa- 
sist iu a very groat mission, llie oonferenco 
being undoubtedly one of the moat im- 
portant yet held in tho Uritiah do> 
minions. It was worthy of Fpeotal attention 
that whilsc they had bad other oonferencea, 
this was the ' only one where the 
Imperial Gorernment had been re- 
presented in any suoh dlsouaaion as 
they were about to enter upon. 
Mr. Suttor referred to .the ma(;oifioent 
scenery of Brltiah Columbia, and further 
said that although, perhaps, Gaoadft would 
not altogether depart from Che old lines of 
her polioy she would no doubt feel willing; 
to exchange with Austtalia suoh oommodi- 
ties us Btie could best produce for those 
which Australia could beso produce, and by 
thid meuuB a conaiderablo trade could be 
establialied, eepeoially if the steamship line 
could be Induced to run on the lowebt poa- 
■ible remunerative rates. 

Sir Henry WriKon, of Victoria, said that 
Australia had a very strong conviction that 
the Paciiic oooau ought to bo dominated by 
English iutereuc and control, and that tho 
firac Btep would ha to lay a cable svhioh 
would wholly touch British dominions and 
be entirely under British control. They re- 
garded this as an Imperial object and con- 
sidered that while Australia was interested 

grand old Empire was interested more than 
all, and they looked to her to take the lead. 
Thuy also sought to promote a lino of steam- 
ers. Ha thoufjht the atatoment that the 
other colonics had not been bo active as Now 
South Wales in aabaidiaing it ahould have 
teen modified by tho oonsideraiim of thoir 
geographical position, but they all had their 
instructions to assist in anything that would 
establish a regular mail oommunioation be- 
tween this Dominion and Australia. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr, Thynne, on lebalf of Qaeenaland, 
said that it afiforded him extreme plcasurb 
to respond to this toast. He recognized 
many points of affinity between hia own 
colony and Britiah Columbia, inaamuch aa 
the former was one of the most sparsely 
populated in the colonies. Ho alluded to 
the magnificent scenery of this Froviuco, 
.«nd eloquently expressed the oonviotion that 
the British name would in future genera- 
tions stand much, more highly than it ever 
had done up to the present time. 

Mr. L-<.e Smith followed on behalf of New 
Zsaland, outlining the two uspeots of their 
mission froin an Imperial and oommercial 
standpoint ; ' outlininff alio the varioua 
oonnmodities which New Zealand might 
profitably send to Canada, suoh as frozsn 
mutton. 

Mr. Fraser replied on behalf of Tasmania, 
in the absence of Mr. Titzgornld, at the 
flame time informing his hearers that ho was 
a Nova Scotian by birth, but had left that 
Province 42 years ago.

how liu ttdiuilted himself when as minister 
of tho Lands and Works Department in 
187C, is tolerably »afe talking. But tho 
remembrance of thH inroads he made upon 
tha annual subsidy coming from tho Domin- 
ion govornrnpnt, — of how he capitalized to 
the tunc of ?J89,000, and would have ox- 
faaueted it, it being tho desire of Finance 
Minister Duck to "sow it broadcast" upon 
the Province, but for the timely remon- 
atrance of Premier Maekenzle,— still lingers 
in the memory- ofmany ot this community. 
It was the lavish and unwise expenditure of 
this L«ndB and Works snbsidy, as made 
known in the 146 pages of :the Lands and 
Works report of that period^ that led to 
the downfall of the ministry of. which Mr. 
Beavett. fi)rm«d fb part, and is was the very 
nn|wi»e fxprodlture of the roon y that has 
ever since that, period left no appetite for 
his return to office, nothwlthstanding the 
hon. member's aspirations to the contrary.

THIS DELAYED MAILS. 

We find that Montreal letters and papers 

dated the 7th inat. were received in Seattle 
on the evening of tho 13th. How is it that 
a Canadian mail ia received in an United 
Statea city of tho Coast some days before it 
reachtis the Canadian cities ? We say noth 
tDgahoBt the non-iu;rivftl o{ the mails that 
were on tho way when the floods firat 
rendered the C. P. R. iinpaaaablo ; but 
suiely tho Poat Offioa authorities might 
have bestirred themoelvca to have the later 
mails forwarded by the first road that waa 
open. It is not pleasant for the inhabitants 
of Canadian oitiea who are pot to greftt in- 
oonvefiienaa for the want of their letters 
that are on their way to tho Coaat to find 
that their neighbors of the Sound citioa get 
their maila from Eaalern Canada long before 
theirs reaoh the Coast. 

A WFULLT QJRBMN. 

The Times says that tha CoLOKlST seeks 
to let the Times oat of the Westminster 
inaoonraoy by stating that the News report 
which it quoted was wrong, but it neglects to 
aay thit we proved it to be either groaaly 
stupid or inoredably dishonest by quoting 
the report of the News-Advertiser" as fairly 
accurate. Our contemporary's affectation 
of ignorance is mnob too transparent to de. 
oeive anyone. It does itself an 
injuatica when it pretends to be 
ignorant of tho amusing little epi- 
sode of the aooaiou of 1893 The 
attempt of tho Independents to win 
over the repreaentatives of the Islands 
and Alberei waa firat whispered about by 
the Opposition m an important politloal 
secret, and thna passed from one supporter 
of the Government to tho other as the joke, 
of the tesaion. When the matter was first 
publicly mentioned by the Premier its truth 
waa 80 well known that Mr, Browu had 
not she andaoity to deny it. It is to 
be observed that Mr. Brown waa silent 
after the Premier read tho extract from hie 
VVoatminator speech of last year. 

There can bo no doubt that the Times, in 
order to make what it considered a point 
against the Premier, quoted a report of a 
apeeob wbloh it knew to be ridioalonaly in- 
accurate. The reporter, who was most 
likely unacquainted with the politics of the 
Province, might easily mix up the dates 
but there is no chance of tha Times making 
saob as atrooioas blunder. 



SON-INTERFERmOB, 

The decision ar.ived at by the United 
States Senate with rcspeot to Hawaii is wise 
and in aooordauoo v,ith the general poliny of 
tho United Statoa. Senator Turpio'a rosolu 
tion which passed uuaDimously,dt'(il;irea that 
" it beloDgfl wholly to .the pgople of Hawaii 
to establish and maintain its own form of 
government and domcatic policy, that the 
United StiUoa ought not in nny way to ia 
tei fare therewith, und that interference in 
tho political uffiiirs of theao iaianda by any 
other Govoinment will bo regarded as an 
unfriendly, act to the United Statea.",;. 

This resolution ' tacitly ' oondemna the 
action of Consul Stevena and other United 
Statea ofHciala who interfered in tho domes- 
tic aiTiiira of Hawaii to such an extent as to 
bring about a complete change in ita Gov- 
ernment. It also notifies those in Hawaii 
who,baye been calcnlatiag npoa, the inter- 
farenbe of the United States Government 
either to restore Queen Liliuokalani to the 
throne or to defend the Provisional Govern- 
ment against tho attacks of tho Royalists, 
that they must aottle their own diaputea in 
their oiva way, that the United Statoa will 
have nothing to do with them, and .tba«| it 
it oan prevent it, no other nation ab'all inter- 
fere In their concern. It is nob likely the 
American Government will change its mind 
with respect to this matter ; so it will be 
interesting to watch how the people of 
Hawaii will manage their aifaira unaided, 
Will the Rapnblio be establiabed On the 
baaia of the new oonaUtutioii, or will the 
upholdera of royalty; now that they are 
aaaured they will not be interfered with, 
endeavor to subvert tho present Provisional 
Govornmenb and strike a blow for their de- 
throned Queen ? If wo aro to judge tho 
future by the past, the native Inhabitants 
who favor the causa of the native Queen 
will quietly submit to any Government that 



appears to them atrong enough to maintain 
its authority by force. The Kanakas evi- 
dently are not fond of fighting, and the 
smell of gunpowder is not to their taste. 



AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer pro- 
posed to subject the personal property of 
British subjects domiciled in the United 
Kingdom to his new succession duty, no 
matter where it might be. Persons in Great 
Britain having property in the Colonies and 
India take oxcoption to this on several 
grounds, and the Council of the Royal 
Colonial Institute has formally protested 
against it. The protest takes the shape of 
a memorial to Sir William Vernon Haroourt, 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer. Tho mem- 
orial ia un elaborate document, but tho prin- 
cipal ground of objection to the now duty 
is that it forces colonials to pay a 
double sucoBsaion duty, — one to the 
Government of the colony in which the 
property is taxed, and the other to' the Im- 
perial Government. This la how paragraph 
10 of the memorial reads : 

It follows, therefore, that if a person dies 
domiciled inEnglandleaviug property in Eng- 
land and also peraonal property in a British 
colony — say in Victoria — the property in 
Victoria will pay duty twice over on a high 
scale ; the Colonial property will affect and 
perhaps will materially increase the scale ou 
whioh the Estate dnty^will.b? ohargeabie 
against the testator's estate in England in 
cusea whore the value of the Colonial assets 
may exceed that of the United Kingdom 
assets ; or the Colonial property may be 
aiTeoted and the duty thereon materially in- 
creased by tho faut of being aggregated 
with a much larger United Kingdom estate; 
further, the Estate duty will be levied in 
this country on such property as part of an 
aggregated estate, although the Grant of 
Probate and Administration here will confer 
no right on an executor or administrator to 
deal with auch Victorian or other Colonial 
property. Such a state of things will create 
a groat hardship on persons who may be 
beneficially interogted in auoh property and 
will produce far-reaching ooosfquences and 
prove moat injurious to tho interests of tho 
Mother Country and tho Coloniea alike ; 
and an additional grievance will bo intro- 
duced in the ever-incre«aing clasa of oases 
where the domicile of the deceased at tho 
time of death ia open to serious doubt., 

The memorialists believe that the liability 
of tho estate to pay succession duty should 
not be determined by tho domicile of the 
dEceased but by the locality of the estate at 
the time of the owner's death ; if it ia with- 
in the jurisdiction it should be liable to pay, 
if it is not within it should nob, . It.aeems, 
too, that there ia a grave constitutional ques- 
tion to be considered in this matter. Has 
the Imperial Pftrliament power to impose 
aucoeaaion duty or any other duty on pro- 
perty under the juriadiction of a Colonial 
Government ! We find by the London 
telegram in our yesterday'a iaane that the 
matter has been again before Parliament 
and that it haa not been found an easy one 
to deal with, Tho constitutional question 
was discussed by Sir George Baden Powell 
who held tlrit; tho new duty does inter- 
fere with the autonomous rights of Colonies. 
The ChanoeUor of the Exchequer is of a 
different opinion, but wo rather think that 
the Colonies will, without a single excep- 
tion, be of Sir George's opinion. The Colon- 
ial agents are to confer with tho Chiinoellor 
of tho Exchequer on the subject and we 
have no doubt that tho result of the oonfer- 
anoe will-be^to procure auoh a modification 
of the new law that there shall be no Inter- 
ference with Colonial rights. 



A SURPRISED PREMIER. 



Lord Bosebsry haa been vigoronaly at- 
tacked by a large number of good people in 
Great Britain for being connected with the 
turf, Hia aasailants aay that a man in hia 
position should nut bo the patron of a very 
luiaohievous form of gambling, Tho evil 
done by betting ou horse raoes ia expatiated 
npon by men of inflaenoe, the newspapers 
are flooded with letters condemnatory of 
horse racing and anathematizing Lord Rose- 
bery for owning race horses. It ia even 
proposed to hold a convention for the pur- 
pose of protesting against suoh a shameful 
degradation of English atateamanabip a« 
haying a horse-raolng Premier. 

It is said that Lord Rojobory ia aston- 
iahed at the storm of proteat and denunci- 
ation with which ho ia aaaailed merely bt- 
oauao be la owner of tho winaor of the 
Derby, The outburst appears to have been 
a revelation to him. It haa moat likely 
caused him to realize th%t there ia an Eug 
land about whiob b^ kaows very little. He 
Is now in poaaeasion of evidence that the 
spirit of the Puritan is very far indeed from 
being dead in Great Britain, Ho sees that 
there is a largo body of British men 
and British women who look upon wliat he 
has always been taught to bslievo a harm- 
less but expensive amusement, as littie if 
at all less than a crime. These people, too, 
are not hypocrites, as it ia the fuahion of 
some to represent them to be, but sincere, 
earnest, conaoiniitioug men and women who 
try to live up to tha atandnrd that they 
have sot for themsalves. Ho is, too, most 
likely oonvinued that it ia not aafe for a 
British statesman who desires to hold 
a high place in the respeob of tho 
British people to outrage tho convictions — 
or the prejudioea if you like — of these 
" puritans, " for we see that it ia rumored 
that tho Prime Minister has determined to 
aever hia connaotion with the turf.i . 

We observe that these dlsapprovera of 
betting and racing aro ridiculed in the 
telegrams and denounced as hypo- 
critical. We do not think that 
it ia In good taato, and wo aro sure that 
it is not wise, to laugh at people whose views 
of what are proper and moral, are stricter 
than our own. There ia too much laxity 
and aolf-indulgonce in the world, and they 
are productive of terrible evils. We should 
therefore bo very tender with thoao whoso 
failings lean to virtue's aide, And then 
there is a chance of what we oall their " fail- 
ings " not being failings at all, but some- 
thing very opposite. At to the charge of 
hypocrisy, any man who has gone through 



the world with his eyes open knows chat in 
the great majority of oases this charge is 
stupidly unjnat. 

EXTRAORDINARY LA WLESSNESS. 

It might be supposed that the students of 
one of .the - great universities of the United 
Statea would have some respect for the law 
of the land. The higher education ought lo 
qualify men to be good citi/.ena. But thia 
very necessary part of education ia evidently 
neglected in tho Cornell University, A few 
months ago a number of the students of that 
college caused the death of a poor woman in 
their attempt to drive some of their fellow- 
studonta, by means of the fumes of chlorine 
gas, out of the room in which they were 
dining, Tho " prank " was very nearly 
causing the death of others besides the cook. 
An inquiry was of course instituted, and 
arrests, we presumq, were made. The case 
waa brought before the grand jury of Ithaca, 
New York. But the jurors found it impos- 
sible to get at the truth, because there was 
evidently a conspiracy among the students 
to thwart the attempt of tho olBoera of tho 
hw to bring the men who bad committed 
tho crime' tq juBtioe. The young, men, who 
must have known 'all abont the matter,- re- 
fused to give evidence, Judgo Forbes aaid : 
" I am thoroughly convinced that the wit- 
neaaea who have gone into the grand jury 
room have forgotten their manhood and 
their oatha, and deliberately and wilfully 
concoE^led their knofvledge of thia affair.'' 
Further on In'bis address he said: "I-cani 
readily aeo that if the atudeUtB of this 
college arc determined that thia matter 
shall not bo ferretted out, and use every en- 
deavor possible to shield tho guilty ones it 
will bo usolesa for you to continue further 
investigation in the mattart" The pcoaecut- 
ing officer aaid : "A phase; of this caae haa 
been tho astonishing fact that witnesses 
who have knowledge of the facts in the case 
have refused to answer queatious," 

Tho men who have thus combined to frus- 
trate justice are not ignorant; they do not 
belong to what is called the criminal class. 
They are students of one of the most re- 
spectable iuBtitutiona of learning in tho 
United States, and may bo supposed to 
have been instructed in the duty of obeying 
tho low and cf aiding in ita enforcement. 
They muat suroly know what perjury 
means, and what is. the next thing to it, re- 
fusal to state in~ a court of justice 
facts that have como to their 
knowledge. Their reasoning powora muat 
bo Butficiently developed to enable them 
to B60 that tho person who wilfully 
aud deliberately conceala his knowledge of 
facts connected with the oommisaton of 
crime hecomea an aoceeaory to it ; that he 
voluntarily takes upon himself part of ita 
guilt. 

Tho abominable trick which had such a 
aerioua result waa bad enough. For men, 
preaumably intelligent, to concoct and carry 
out a agheme to introduoe a deadly gat into 
a room in whioh their fellow-students were 
enjoying themaelvea, ahows a want of prin- 
ciple and a want of intelligence which in 
men of their class is almost incredible. But 
for these mon, after tho crime had been 
committed and had produced the results 
which might have been expected, to con- 
spire to screen the criminals from punish- 
ment, proves th'it their moral condition ia 
deplorably low. It seems to ua that if the 
grand jury of Ithaca had indicted the 
faculty of the college for permitting suoh 
practices as these atudonta had been guilty 
of, they would not twvegone beyond their 
duty.

Ckntuai, Ward— All that portion of the 
oity between the North and South wards 
to tho oity boundary eastward. 

All the children of schocl age living in 



tbete districts will be required to attend 
the school of their district. 

The board waded lhrntij>h a largo number 
of applications for tho positions of janitor, 
and after repeated ballots appointed 
Edmond Collia to bo j initor 6f the South 
Ward school and Joseph Robertaon for the 
North Ward. They will begin their duties 
on July I. 

The board sat till after nnidnight con- 
sidering changes in the teaching stafT neces- 
sitated by the new schools, and finally ad- 
journed to meet again this evening at S 
o'clock.

The Jury Fiud Hi?i Guilty of the 
Charge of Crimiual 
, , Libel. 

Sentenceis . to Be Passed Oa All Pri- 
' soiiera jOa Friday Next at the 
:^ ; r'l ; ; ; -assizes.- ■ 



. , A eenaution waa caused in the Aaaizo 
court yo8terd*y when tho Morrison cftso waa 
again ocillcd up, Mr. Justice Croaso, 
who presided, said that before entering on 
the case it was, he considered, right for him 
to say thai: he bad a communioation from 
the Sheriff which led him to infer that it was 
possible the jury or some one or two of 
them at least had been approached by the 
defendant in the oaae. Whether that were 
BO or not remained to be seen. He did not 
wish to attach too much importauoo to it, 
but the matter waa one that should be men- 
tionod publicly. The better way would bo 
for the Shcrilf to inform the court of the 
cifcumatanoea. 

Mr. Sberilf MoMill.in was sworn and stat- 
ed that ho bad heard from the foreman of 
the jury that the defendant. Dr. Morriaon, 
had visited his (the foreman's) house and in 
terviewed his wife. What the nature of the 
interview was he could not say. The defend 
ant bad also had somo couvorsatioa wiih Mr 
Rogers, one of the jury, but what passed bc' 
' tvreen them he did not know. 

John.Wier, the foreman of the j py. 
atated that on the erening of the day the 
oonct waa last adjoarned<.the defendiiDe 
oame to his house at between 7 and 8 u'oioek 
in, the evening;'-/;Tbe defendant asked; him 
about his mother-in-law. She being out, hu 
asked for Mra. Wier. iMra. Wier'a mother 
being n.'inidwife and the defendant a doctor 
Mr, Wier thought the defendant might 
want to talk to her professionally, ao ho 
aent Mrs. Wier out to see defendant. Ho 
did not hear what passed between them, but 
Mrs. Wier aeemod much disCreaaed about 
aomethiog after the interview. The defend- 
ant said nothing to him personally. 

Mr. Rogers aaid that defondaut came to 
his store and bought some fruit. 

" I thought he waa going to aay anme- 
thing about theoise," Mr. Rogora explained, 
"so I said, don't aay anything about the 
case, and ho walked right out." 

Mr. Helmoken aubmittod that there was 
nothing in this to show the jury were tam- 
pered with. 

The Court held that the integrity of the 
jury was quite unsultied, and the case pro- 
ceeded. 

Mr. Helmoken for the defence moved to 
quash the indictment, as in the indictment 
tne addrosa of the wrapper woa given as 
Rev. Father McAfee, wliile the addroas 
itself read Rev. Father A. MoAfee. A 
libel must be proved as set out in the in- 
dictment. The objection waa over-ruled. 
The prosecutor, Stephen Graham Campbell, 
was then recalled and questioned aa to the 
Orange lodge proceedings, after which the 
case tor the Crown was closed. 

Wm. Lumby was the first witness called 
for the defnooe to state what Campbell had 
told him went on at the Kiniloopa meeting 
of the Grand lodge. The proaea^tion ob- 
jsoted, however, and: the Court held the 
objeotion well taken. 

J. T.' Mprant,,a member of Qrange lodge 
1,426, stated that'MoAfee in hia wordy row 
with the defendant at the January lodge 
meeting had used stronger expressions than 
he gave in his evidence. 

Ur. Morrison, the defendant, was next 
put in the bnx and denied pnaitively that 
the libel on the wrapper had been -written 
by him or that ho ha<l had anything what- 
ever to do with it. Ho knew nothing abouf. 
the pamphlet the " Converted Cucholio," 
which had been sent to CampbsU — indeed 
ho had never seen the publication btfore. 
He had been born near Guelph, in Welling- 
ton, Ontario, had studied medicine for two 
years at Trinity College, Toronto, and then 
had moved to Detroit, where he had at- 
tended the Michigan Medioil College and eot 
his diploma from that inbtilulion. la De- 
cember, 189.'), he had been elected master 
of the Grange lodge 142G, his opponent be- 
ing theproaecutor Campbell. There were two 
faotioDS in the lodge and a deadlock after- 
wards oame about, after which defendant 
aud his followers left tho lodge and the 
other faction proceeded to elect their own 
officers. He had only been present once 
more, in January, when he was expelled. 
He had be supposed a ohanoe to defend 
himself, but the committee waa packed 
The writing on the^ wrapper was not at all 
likehla writing. It" waa a forgery. He re- 
membered onoa ealling Cimpbell a black- 
mailer—on tile impntae of the moment. 

Afrer rocesa^Mr. Helmoken addressed the 
jury on behalf of the defence, arguing that 
little reliance oould be placed on the testi- 
mony of experts on handwriting. 

Hon. A. N. Richards followed, 
maintaining that the expert evidence hud 
amply established the fact that tho writing 
in evidence waa that of Dr. Morriaon. 

After an absence of half an hour tho 
jury brought in a verdict of guilty. 

Sentence was not passed, the court ad 
journing till 10 a.m. on Friday next, when 
sentence will bo passed on all tho prisoners 
found guilty at the present assizes.

Tlie Iron Making ludiistry aud Its 
Advautasres — Tecliulcal Education 
Fully Recogulzed. 



Iq New South Wales the quantity of milk 
obtained during 1892 93 haa been estimated 
at 131,440,000 gallons of which about 64,- 
OOO.OJO gallons were consumed in the manu- 
facture of butter and cheese, the remainder 
being required for domeatio consumption. 
In March, 189.'!, the urea devoted to green 
food and artifioally sown grasses, principally 
for the depasturing of dairy cattle, waa 361,- 
UUU acres, a small quantity of land compared 
with that capable of being so utilised, yet 
largely in excess of tho area oconpied by 
dairy i .rniers a few years ago. 

The White Cliffaopal field, situated in tho 
Wilcannia division of the Albert mining dis- 
trict, N S.W., has lately assumed consider- 
able importance. A township has eprung 
up, with a population of about 700, Some 
magnificent stones have been found on this 
field, valued as high aa £G0 each. The 
scarcity of water is a great drawback to tho 
field, the nearest supply being a private 
tank, four miles from the township. A gov- 
ernment tank la, however, being excavated, 
which will, it is hoped, overooma the dilli- 
cully. The sum realtaed from the aale of 
opal raised during the year yraa estimated at 
£17,000. 

At Wingen, in New South Wales, 204 
milca from Sydney, is a burning mountain, 
one of the moat remarkable sights to be seen 
in Australia. It ia 1,820 feet In height, and 
is supposed to be a large coal aeam which 
has in some unaccountable way beoomo 
ignited, ncd has been bnrnirg for many 
years, certainly long before the jadvent of 
the white man in this portion of the colony. 
The course of the tire can- be -traced a con- 
siderable diatance by the numerous depres- 
sions or chasms oocaeloced by the falling in 
of the ground from beneath which the coal 
has been consunlt'd. Smoke is continually 
issuing from the sides of the mountain, and 
in the vicinity of these openings tho surface 
is hot, and has a dry, pirched appoarunco, 
while sticks thrust into these openings are 
readily ignited. 

So far nothing tangible haa yet resulted 
from the elForts made during late years to 
establish the iron-makiug industry in Now 
South Wales, although attention has Irom 
time to time been direcftd to uiauj' natural 
advantages possessed by several districts of 
the colony, namely, deposits of iron ore, 
with coal and flux in close proximity. The 
iron made in tho colony at the present time 
is not from ore, but from scrap, and the 
quantity so manufactured during the year 
was2.100tou8 llcwt. Iqr. 4ib., valued at 
£14,876 03. Tho Eskbank Ironworks, where 
this industry is carried on, are situated at 
Lithgow, on the western side of the Blue 
Mountaina, and employ about 150 men. In 
the Broken Hill diHtricb there were raised 
during the year 1,051 tons of iron ore, valued 
at £1,198, The bulk of this oomea from 
Balaclava, about eight miles from Broken 
Hill, the rest of It being taken by the Pro- 
prietary Co. from the outcrop of the lode. 
It is solely used as Hat. 

The advantages of teobDical education are 
fully recognized in Anatralia, and in New 
South Wales It'forma portion of the public 
school system. It ia under the supervision 
of an officer of the Now South Wales De- 
partment of Public Instruction, the metro- 
politan olaseea being hold in a largo and 
commodioua building erected a few years 
ago at the coat of theatate, and (quipped in 
a moat complete and comprehenaive manner. 
The subjects taught include agriculture, 
drawing, design, modelling, uuometry, 
chemistry, tnecbonical engineering, ap- 
plied mechanioB, fitting and turning, 
pattern making, iron moulding, boiler 
making, carriage building, architec- 
ture, art decoration, sanitary ou- 
eineering, electric-engineering, jihyaica, 
lithography, photo-lithography, geology, 
mineralogy, mathematics, etc. There ia 
also a class for instruction in wool classifi 
cition. Branch classes have been formed in 
moat of the centres of population in tho 
colony, with an average attendance of from 
0,000 to 7,000 students. In conneotion with 
these olasses, popular leoturea are cooaaioh- 
ally d^llyered on ' eubjeots oonnettted with 
geology,^ mineralogy, ugcloalture, land bee- 
keeplBg^ At tho national 'Qompetitions at 
South ICenaington, several of the New 
South Wales students have been very suo- 
ccaaful, the high character of their work 
illustrating thnir natural oapabilities.

English speaking women in tho old 
countn', in' America, in Canada, in In- 
dia, in South Africa and in Anstrala.sia 
uro wore l:];u to each other than they 
aro to peoples much nearer to them who 
have a dilTereut language and a differ- 
•ent history. Cross tho .strait of Dover 
and you Uiul people whoso laws, man- 
uors, r( ii;j:iiin and tastes diiTcr as well 
as their langnago from tho-so of tho An- 
glo-Saxon race. Distance and clinnito 
cannot separate as much a.s language 
and historj' ally, and the nation makiu, 
race brings with it tax environment 
Tvhich snbduos all who come within the 
iufluene(( of its language. 

Contrast llu? munncr in whicli tho 
United .States within a goncratiou Amer- 
icanizes lu.r young foreigners in her pub- 
lic schools with tho failuro of Canada 
to assimilate her French stibjects, who 
Wi'i'n allowed to Iceep their own lan- 
guage, Tlie French Canadians aro juoro 
French than tho French themselves, 
more Catholic than modem Italians and 
Spaniards and perhaps more conserva- 
tive.ihan any people in the world, thongh 
close to the iirogressi\ e i)rovinoe of On- 
tario and tho United States. 

Our inothcr tongue is therefore tho 
mighty chain that binds us in union. 
I have indeed been sometimes called a 
foreigner in an oflBcial sense, not being 
an American citizen, h\it a British sub- 
ject, whoso homo is in Australia. Where 
people read tho same books they aro apt 
to think similar thoughts and to havo 
kindred aims. And I can never meet 
with more brotherly and .sisterly fellow' 
workers than havo clasiiod hands with 
mo in America. Our history down to a 
certain point is the same, and though re- 
cent developments vary in various quar- 
ters of tho globe wo are all marching 
■on, and every step in the right direction 
taken by any of us aids true progress 
for all. 

Yet thero aro distinctions between 
tho women in tho various latitudes and 
longitudes even tho more interesting 
•on;account of their fundamental agree- 
ment. And tho most striding tiling to 
mo is tho manner in which Amcrio.'m 
■\vonien havo successfully invaded everj' 
field formerly held as a mascnlino pre- 
ser\'e and havo become a groat indus- 
trial army; not only of himd workers 
and hoinsGLKeepers, but of bead workers 
in profes.5ions and in every branch of 
educational and clerical work. 

It was not till 1 790 that tho Boston 
schools were open to girls as pupils. It 
- was only in 1830 that Jtfassacbnsetts 
'employed women to teach in tho schools. 
And now seven-eighths of tho teachers 
dn the puldic schools aro women and 
■perhaps more iji tho Sunday schools. 

Coeducation in schools and in univer- 
.sity, and where tlio latter cannot bo ob- 
tained tmivorsities for girls open to 
them in all states of tho Uuiou, and the 
liighor education as far as it can bo had 
eagerly seized by tho sex, which was 
excluded from tho schools altogether a 
century ago, havo made a great change 
in the 'relations of the sexes to each 
other! Womeii no longer look on msu-- 
riago as tho great business of life in 
America. Tlio exploded idea lingers in 
novels and novelettes, but in real life it 
is felt, that financial , indepandence and 
tho capacity for earning a livelihood se- 
cure women from having to marry for 
a home. Keal love makes tho self sup- 
porting %vonian give up hor independ- 
ence, but th(! dependent wouum was 
tempted to aec'i'pt any man who seemed 
willing and able to jn-ovido for her. 

There js a quietness and .simplicity in 
the dro.=s of tho educated working wom- 
an in America which I am told has grad- 
ually come into favor. At first girls 
would go to tho offico in cheap silks and 
startling hats, bnfc now they have learn- 
ed both what is serviceable and what is 
suitable. The earnings of thes(! Ameri- 
can wonU'H aro higiier com;)ared with 
those of men than they aro in England 
or in Australia. I think they are general- 
ly better fed and clothed than women 
in tho same work with us in Australia, 
and thi'V are iiuniensely more nuini'rous. 
They come unt of families in better cir- 
cumstances. I think tho democratic air 
of America fosters tho idea that it is 
honorable to earn the bread wo cat, and 
that ai.STjpenmmerary idlo daughter is 
as great an encumbrance as an idle son. 

If women are thus strong in tho 
schools, in tlio professions and in tho of- 
.fices of Amei'ica, what shall wo say of 
•them in tho chnrchra?. Mark Twain, in 
his own humorous way returning thiinks 
for tho toast of tho ladies, said that 
"without women men would bo scarce, ' ' 
and without women wo may truly say 
•that the churches would be nearly* 
empty. Not only by their bodily pres- 
cnco and their regular attendance do 
thoy chocr tho pastor's heart, but all th^ 
organizations which radiate from tho 
i.'^hnrch as a ceutor depend on women 
•entirely. I heard of a city whcro thero 
were 1-1 organizations of -women, chari- 
table, religious and literary, and only 
ono organization of men, mid that was 
a baseball club. 

It tisod to be .''aid that women could 
not organize, for they were full of petty 
jedlonHy, am^^ ; wm when 

the men %vrdto the fedoks and 'made tho 
J)r6verbs. Nowadays, when tho women 
..write more books and read moro books 
ithnu tho men, and whou thoy, too, can

will lind of this cutthroat competition 
for ascend.'iney over the stronger sex. 

It seems a paradox that America, 
where women aro a greater social force 
than onysvlioro under heaven, should 
givo less political power to women than 
Kill) has in other English speaking coun- 
tries. 

Wo have had tho municipal voto for 
women taxpayer.s and houseliolders in 
my province of South Australia since 
1W!4, several years before it was given in 
Engl.and itself. American women are 
still sti-uggliiig for tho municipal vote 
and for tho school vote, and this is all 
tho moro remarkable because the battle 
is to bo fought state by state, and not 
like tho presidential or the congression- 
al voto, to bo carried all over tho Uuiou 
at onco. 

"Wyoming was exceptional, for it had 
woman sulTrago before it was created 
into a state, but it is remarkable that 
Now Zealand, an Englisli colon}', and 
Colorado, an American state, conferred 
full suffrage on their women by tho 
votes of men within a very fow weeks of 
each other. In both Colorado and Now 
Zealand the women seek moral reform, 
tho making of better ; laws ;>andf tr.-re 
faithful enforcement of such laws' as 1- 
ready exist. 

Tho world is watching intently the 
course of legislation and of administra- 
tion in communities where equal rights 
for both sexes aro recognized. 

According to tho apparent results, will 
the example be copied or avoided.

Several radical changes in tho existing 
game laws are favored by the Northwestern 
Sportsmen's Aaaociation, representing Wash- 
ington, Idaho, Montana and British Cohun- 
bia.

ibB gamo Uws to the school district in 
which the crime is committed, instead of 
to tho geperal school fund. 

By the latter amendment it is pro-, 
posed to iaoroaee the interest of reaidents of 
the respective school distriata in preventing 
violations of the gime laws by enlisting them 
in apprehending; the orimiuala and pro^e- 
cutiogthem. Tns ^mendmontu aIao provide 
that sheriffi);and.s:thair,'. deputies shall bj ex- 
ofBuio game wardcu^il^f'
